boad ; without Univerſitie-learning are not fit to 
ſave themſclves and others z and when they come downe 
from Parnaſſus , or come abroad out of the Mniverbries, 
they muſt itrive of tones to raiſe up children to the God 
of Abraham ; and they muſt fling behinde them all earthly 
and heavie burthens, forgecting that which is behinde, and 
ſtriving ro that which is betore, and ſo they ſhall make the 
tony hearrs of men heatrs of fleſh.

T He Elyſian fields were places of pleaſure, in which 


the ſoules of good men afier 1hn life did converſe 3 
enjoying all theſe delights which they affeflied in 


this liſe. 
The INTERPRETER, 


1] Uucien (Lb. ver. Hiſt.) ſhews, that among other de- 
lighrs of the S/yſran fields, the trees that grew there were 

of glaſſe all, and the fruits of theſe tres were curious and 
diverſly wrought drinking glaſſes, which were hlled pre- 
ſently with delicate wine as ſoon as they were plucks off. 
There was alſo continuall feaſting and good cheer ; a brave 
Paradiſe for our Epicures and drunk:rds, who would defire 
no other heaven then this. 2. Ehfrwn is a place of liberty, 
2s the word ſheweth ; for they onely enjoy it who are loo» 
ſed from their bodies: not only Poets, bur Scriptures alſo 
have deſcribed thoſe heavenly joyes under earthly rerms for 
our capacity; there is Paradiſe, in which is the tree of lite 3 
there thines another Sun then here, ro wit, the Sun of righ« 
teouſneſſe ; there are rivers of pleaſur are the flowers 
of all divine graces, there is a perperualfPpring, the mulick 
of Angels, the ſupper and ———_ of the Lamb, the 
z new 
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new-Jeruſalem all built of precious ſtones, the fountain of 
living waters, all kinde of ſpirituall fruits, the continuall 
breath of Gods Spirit, &c. And as none could enter the 
Ehſian fields till bee was purged, ſo no unclean thing can 
encer into the new Jeruſalem ; the bloud of Chriſt muſt 
e us from all fin: and as they muſt pafle Acheron, 
hlegeron, and other rivers of hell before can have 
acceflc to thoſe delightfull fields ; ſo wee muſt paſſe tho- 
row fire and water, troubles and perſecutions, before wee 
can enter into heaven. And thus we ſee the Gentiles were 
not ignorant of a reward for good men, and of puniſhmenc 
for the wicked. 


ENDYMEON, 


Ee was a fair ſhepherd, who falling in love with Juno, 
— ſerved to him in the forme of a cloud, wat 
thruſt downe from heaven into 4 cave, where hee thirty 
yeers,, with whom the M oon being in love, came down oftentimes 


10 viſe and lyſſe him.

1. T,*Ndymem wis King of Elis, who for his juſtice, 
obrained of Jupiter that hee ſhould fleep perperual- 
ly z to fhew, thar alter a toyleſome life there can be no 
greatcr happineſſe then continuall reſt and quiernefle : and 
this ſhould encourage Kings and Magiſtrates to endure the 
moleſtations of their Government with patience, ſceing 
their ſhort troubles ſhall end in perperuall reſt. 2. Ir 
is thought that Endymeon being an Aſtronomer, and one 
that fi:{ obſer ved the divers motions of the Moon, gave 
occaſion to this GiRtion, that the Moon loved him : but 
I think theſe y be made of this kRion. 1. En- 
dymeon is a rich z and riches make men faire 
never ſo deformed ; and with ſuch the Moon, thar is, I 
| wor 
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world, (as unconſtant as the Moon) is in love, theſe are 
the men whom the world kifſeth and honoureth : bur 
when theſe rich Endymeons ſet their affeRions upon wealth, 
(for Juno is the goddefſe of wealth) then doe they loſe 
heaven, and fall into rhe ſleep of ſecurity, ſaying, Soule, 
take thy reſt, theu haſt flore laid up for many yerrs, with that 
rich farmer in the Goſpel, and ſo they loſe their ſoules for 
a ſhadow, (for ſuch is wealch) and this ſhadow brings 

on them ſpiricuall ſtupidirie, that they cannot be Aa r 
from their cave, though Gods word ſhould ſhine on them 
as cleer as the Moon. 2. By Endmeon Adam may be 
meant, who was faire whileſt Gods image continued with 
him 3; but when hee fell in love with Juno, Jupiters wife, 
that is, affe&ed equaliry with his Maker, hee was thruſt 
out of Paradiſe into this world, as into a cave, where hee 
was caſt into a dead fleep, or the lleep of death, from 
which bee ſhall not be awaked though the Moon fo often 
vilit him ; that is, ſo long as the Moon ſhall ſhine and 
vilit the earth (which ſhall be cill the diflolution of all 
things) man ſhall ſleep in the grave. 3- By Endymeen 
may be meant thoſe over whom the Moon hath domini- 
on; for Aſtrologers obſerve, that every man is ſubje& 
to one Planer or other, more orlefle * ſuch men then over 
whom the Moon ruletb, are inſtable, fubjze&t to many 
changes, nimble bodied, quick in apprehenſion, deſirous 
of glory; and ſuch a one perhaps was Endhmeen, therefore 
the Moon was faid to love him : and ſuch, becauſe they 
afte& honour and popular applauſe, which is bur air, may 
be aid to be in love with Juno, which is the air ; and in- 
deed honour is but air, or acloud. 4. Every man may * 
be called Endymeon , for wee are all in love with air and 
empty clouds, with royes and vanities, which makes us ſo 
ſleepy and dull in heavenly things : and the Moon is in 
love with us ; changes and inconſtancie ſtill ac y 
mans life z ro fignifie which inſtabilitic of humane affairs, 
the feaſt of new Moons was kept among the Jewes ; = 
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the Roman Nobilitie uſed co wear lictle piQures of the 
Moon on their ſhooes, to ſhew that wee are never in one 
ſtay : for which cauſe I chink the Turks have the halfe 
Moon for their Armes. $. When Endymeonn, that 1s, matt- 
kinde ilept in fin, the Moon, that is, our Saviour Chriſt 
whoſe on is compared t6 the Moon (in Pſal. 73 ) by 
. Auguſtine, as his divinitice to the Sun) in his fleſh v.liced 
us, anfl dwelt amongſt us z this Moon was eclipſed in the 
ſon, and this Moon flept in the cave with 4dam, and 
the full of this Moon was ſeen in the reſurr« &ion : this 
is hee who bath kifſcd us with the kifles of his mouth, 
whoſe love is better then wine , whoſe light ſhined in 
darknefle,and the darknefſe corprebended it not. 6. The 
_ Moon falls in love with flcepy Encmean, that is, carnall 
and ſenſuall pleaſures, and carchly thoughts invade thoſe 
that give themſelves to idlencfle, ſecurity, and lazinefle : 
for «he Moon, in regard of her vicinity to the earth, may 
be the ſymboll of carthly mindes ; and becauſe hee is the 
miſtris of the night and of darkneſſe, the time when car- 
nall delights are moſt exerciſed, ſhee may be the ſymboll 
of ſuch delights : and becauſe of her often changing, ſhee 
may repreſent to us the nature of fooles, which delight 
in idleneiſe, as the Moon did in Endymeon. 97. Endyme- 
on in this may hignihe the Sun, with whom the Moon is 
in love, rejoycing and (as it were) laughing in her full 
lighe, when ſhee hath the full view of him, and every 
month running to him and overtaking him, whoſe mo- 
tion is low , and therefore hee ſeems to flecpe in regard 
of her. velocitie.

1. I Rychrhonins was the firſt that found out the uſe of 
aches and chariots to hide his deformed and. (ere

Primus Erychthonius curru, of auſus 
Jungere equor, rapidiſque rotis Tnfftere vithor. 
$o many men goe about to hide their fowle aRions, and 
excuſe them, bur not to reforme them. 2. Vulcan ſhed- 
ding his ſeed on the ground, is the elementarie fire, con- 
curring with the earth, in which are the other two cle- 
ments, and of theſe all monſters are procreated : and by 
Minerva, that is, the influence of heaven or of the Sun, 
cheriſhed and fomented, though not ar firſt by God pro» 
duced, but lince Adams fall, and for the puniſhment of 
fin. 3. Pulcan offering wrong to Minerve, is.that nore- 
generate part of man, called by the Apoſtle, the law of our 
members, rebelling againft the law of the mande ; of which a- 
riſerh that ſpiricuall combare and ſtrife in good men , 
which is begun by the fleſh, but” cheriſhed and increaſed 
by the ſpirit, rill at laſt the ſpirit ger the viRorie. 4. Mi- 
nerve, that is, he that makes a vow to live ſtill a virgin, 
muſt looke to have the fierie Vulcan of luſt to offer him vi- 
olence, and ſo he (hall never be free from inward mole- 
ſtation and trouble ; therefore berter marrie then burne ; 
and if he intert1ins any uachaſt thoughts, his bo- 
die be undefiled, yer he is no pure virgin, as Laantine - 
(De falla religions, lib. 1. cap.r7. ) ſheweth, that Minerve 
was not, becauſe ſh:e cheriſh:d Erychrbonrus 3 therefore an 
unchaſt mind in a chaſt body, is like Minerve fomenting 
Val-ans brat + he'is 2 pure virgin, ſrith $. Hierom, (Lib. 1. 
Advir. Ilovini ) whoſe mind is chaft, 4 ——

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and this he ingenuouſly confeſſerh was wanting in himſelf. 
s-. Minerva, that is , wiſdom hath no ſuch violent enemy 
as Vulcan, that is, firie anger, which doth not onely over» 
throw wiſdom in the mind for a time, for it is Thort fury; 
bur is alſo the cauſe of Ervychthonius, thar is, of all ſtrife 
and contention inthe world. 6. War is a firie Pulcan, an 
enemie to learning or Minerve ; the cauſe of Erychibonius, 
of monſtrous outrages and cnormiries ; and oftentimes 
fomented by ſediriour ſchollers, and learning abuſed. 
7. Erychthowus is 2 covetous man, as the word ſhews ; for 
ters is contention, and Huy Bord is the carth 3 and what 
elſe is covetoulneſſe bur a pretumptious defire of earthly 
things, and the cauſe of ſo much ſtrife and contention in 
the world ? this monſter came of Yulcan the god of firie, 
thay is of Sar:n the god of this world, who reigns in- the 
fre of contention, and in the fire of Hell, and is fomen- 
ted by Minera the ſoul, which is the ſeat of wiſdom. 
8. Termilhan (Lib. de ſpefbaculir ) (ith, that Enchibonnus 
is the devill ; and indecd, not unficly, for he is the father 
of all ftrife, and of ayaricc: he hatha mans wiſdom, or 
head toallure us tro fin, bura Dragons feet to rorments us 
in the end for fin ; whoſorver with dclight ſhall look on 
him, ſhall at laſt receive deſtrution. g. Let us take heed 
we pry not to curiouſly in the basket of natures ſecrers, 
leſt we be ſerved as Cerrops daughters, or as Pliny and Em- 
pedecler were. 10. A Magiſtrate or Governor muſt be like 
Erychthouur, who was hinfelf King of Athens ; he mult be 
both 2 man and a Dragon; if the face of bumanity and mer- 
cie will not prevail, then the Nr1gons feer of vigour and 
guſtice muſt walk. 11. Ifany firie or cholerick PFu'can 
ſhall oft:r us wrong, we muſt wiſely defend our (clves 
with Minerva z and conceal the injury and our own griet, 
a3 ſhee did Erychthowrur, 12. Though thepreſerving and 
cheriſhing of Valcans child is no certain proof that Mſmerva 
Inſt her virgiaitie, neicher did ſhee loſe it though Vulcan 
fred ber violence, becauſe there was no conſent 3 yer it 

becorm es 
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becomes all, chiefly virgins to avoid both the evill and the 
occakion thereof, thar there may be no ſuſpition. 


EUMENIDES. 


Heſe were the three F uries the daughter: of Pluto and Pro- 
Ti ina, or of bell, darkneſſe, night, and earth ; in heaven they 
were called Dirz, in carth Harpiz, in bell Furiz : they had 
ſnakes im ſtead of hairs, braſen feet, torches in one hand, and whips 
in the other, and wings to fly with,

L, T** Ancients did worſhip the Furies with ſagrifices 
alrars and temples, as they did the other gods z nots 
that cheſe might doe them any good, but that they mi 
doe them no hurt : There they worſhipped the gads 4- 
verrunci, (o called ab avernuncando, or avertendo, that 
might forbeare to hurt them. Ir is the part of every wi 
man not to exaſperate a potent adverſary , but to mitie 
gate his furie, Thus wee muſt deale with tyrants ;though 
they doe nor love us, yet wee muſt fawne upon them, thac 
they may not wrong us. 2. There wasa temple in A- 
chaia dedicared to the Furies, into which whoſoever wear, 
that was guilty of murther, inceſt, or ſuch like impieries, 
fell preſently diſtraRted and mad, I doubr mee that tem- 
ple is yer extant among us, and that roo many have been 
in it, there is ſuch madneſſe, and ſo many diſtra&ions 
and diſtempers among us. 3. Commonly theſe three 
furies are raken for the torrures of an evill conſcience, 
proceeding from the guile of finne 3 they-cauſe feare, 
and furie, 2s the word Erinnys ſignifieth 3 bell is the 
place of their aboad, and where they are, there is hell 
the torrures whereof are begun in the conſcience of wick. 
ed men. 4. There are three unruly paſſions in men, 
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anſwering to theſe three furies: covetouſnefſe is 4laFs, 
which never giveth over ſeeking wealth ; and indeed this is 
the greaceſt of all che furies, and will nor ſuffer the miſcr 
to cat and enjoy the goods that hee bath gotten :

This is an Harpie indeed, not only delighting in rapine, 
but polluting every thing ir hath , Conattu omnia fade: 
immunds, An. 3. this may be called Jupiters dog; or rather 
| a dog inthe manger, neither eating himſclfe, nor ſuffer- 

ing others to ear. Ihe ſecond furic is Megera, that is, En- 
vie, full of poyſon and ſnakie hairs.

whichare the temples of the holy Ghoſt. 5. Gods three 
judgements which hee ſends to punith ys, to wit, plague, 
famine, and ſword, are the three furies: (a) Megera is 
the plague, ir ſweeps and takes away multitudes : the fa- 
mine is Alefo, which is never ſatiſhed : and the ſword is 
Tiſiphone, 2 revenger of fin, and a murtherer. Theſe have 
theig ſeat in hell, as they are ſent from, or raiſed by Saran z 
and in heaven alſo as they are ſent by God, without whoſe 
permiſſion Saran can do nothing : they may be called Har- 

ies from dpmiZv, as the Furics were, becauſe they ſnarch 
and carry all things headlong with them : and Dire, guaſt 
Dei ire, being the effe&ts of Gods anger ; they are Jupiters

All 
ages have produced (ome Giants : bur thac were 
begor of divels and women is ridiculous ; for theſe Giants 
were men,not diftering from ocher men tither ia their mag- 
ter or form, but only in greatneſſe, which makes bur an ac- 
cidencall difference : neither have ſpirirs ſeed, or organsof 
108: and whereas ſpirits and women differ gencral-

Heſe were the three daughters of Phorcus, whoſe chiefe was 
Meduſa; ſb- preferring ber fine hairs to Minerva's,and pro- 
aning her temple m playing the whore there with Neptune, had 
hatr turned into ſnakes, and her bead cur off by Perfius, being 
armed with Minerva's fbreld, Mercuri's helmet and wings, and 
Vulcan's ſword: this head Minerva ftill wore in her ſhield, and 
_—_— looked on it was rurned into a ſtone : theſe Gorgones 
fearſull looks, but one eye, and one 1001h amongſt them, which 
continually they uſed as thty had occaſion ; they never uſed their eye 
at home ,but flill abroad : when Periius bad got this exe, he quickly 
\, overcame them : they had alſo braſen hands and golden wings.

I Thenew writes, that Gorgonts are certain wilde beaſts 

in Lybia, which by their breath and looks kill other 
erearures : one of chem being killed, was brought ro Mari- 
ws, whoſe partie -coloured skin was ſent to Rome,and hung 
up for a monument in the temple of Hercules, _ 
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nd falſe teachers are worſe then theſe Gorgones, which wich 
their breath killed men bodies, whereas the other poyſon 
mens ſoules ; and little better are they who with the vene= 
mous breath of their lying and ſlandering rongues, 

and kill mens good names, 2. Many men are like the 
Gorgones, they are quick- ſighted abroad, but blind at bome z 
they ſpic moats in other mens eyes, but nor beams in their 
ewn.

He Muſes were the daughters of Jupiter and Mnemoſyne ; 

born in Pieria, they dwelt in Helicon a hill of Beroxia, and 
in Parnaſſus, « bil in Phocis not far from Aonia ; hence they 
were called Aonides. They were at firft three , then ſeven, at 
laſt nine: Apollo was their guide , and the three Graces their 
euendants.

[f Syri« the Agyptian God ( thought to be the ſame 

Og; Apollo) delighted much in Muſick, but chief. 
ly ia the Songs and Playing of nine Virgins which for chis 
cauſe he entertained : therefore they were called by the 
Greeks, Muſes, 2. There were at firſt but three Muſes, 
to ſhew three ſorts of Muſick ; co wit, ſioging, Moving, 
{ praying? 
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Playing ; the firſt in the throat, the ſecond in wind inftru- 
ments, the third upon ſtrings : or to ſhew the threefold 
chief learning in the wortd, to wir, Philoſophy, Rherorick, 
and Mathematick z Philoſophy is threefold, to wit, Ratio- 
nal, Moral , Natural : there be three parts in Rherorick, 
the Demonftrative , the Deliberative , and the Judicial : 
there be alſo three parts of Mathemaricks, to wit, Arithme- 
tick, Geomerrie, Muſick. Afterward the number of Muſes 
were increaſed to (even, either becauſe of ſeven holes in the 
wind Inſtruments, or of ſeven ſtrings on the other inſtru» 
ments ; or of the ſeven liberal Sciences , or of the ſeven 
Planets. Laſtly they came to be nine in number , from the 
nine Sphzres which they beld made a Muſical harmony 3 


and becauſe ofthe ren ſtringed Lute, they joyned Apollo to 
the nine Muſes , and ſo made ten in all: and ir may be that 
from this number of nine Muſes, the Papiſts have found 
our the nine Orders of Angels. 3. The Muſes were 
called the daughters of Jupiter and Mnemoſjne , to ſhew 
that — cannot be had without the Intelle&t and 
Memory , which are moſkeminent in learned men; or 
rather that God is the Autbour of Learning, and Memo- 
rie the Mother or Nurſe thereof + therefore the Poer 
aſcribes to the Muſes , Memory and Utrerance 3 by the 
one they are preſerved , by the other they are heard, 
Et memimiſin enim Dire, Gy memorare poreftis.

ng inconſidere gallants on the rocks, and deftroy them 

it cheis ſouls, bodies, and eſtares: therefore it becomes us 
with Orphews , to tune up the melodious harp of Gods

The reaſon why they would not (wear by Styz is becauſe to 
ſwear by any thing is tro-bonour it ; but they would not bo- 
nour that which is ſo repugnant to their nature : for Sz 
ifeth ſorrqw or hatred, of which the gods are not ca- 
, ſeeing their life confifterh in joy and love. Bur by 
this wee ſee what ſhame it is for Chriſtians to take Gods 
name in yain, ſceing the Gentile geds would nat take the 
name of $1yx in yain: What can ſuchChriſtians look for,that 
have no more reverence to Gods lacred name, bu to be de- 
barred from Ne#zr 1nd Ambroſia, even from life and im- 
mortalitie ?

And though ſhee be a mother, yer ſhee- is 
called a virgin, and was ſerved by virgins onely : as 
ſhee is raken for the earth, hee is the mother of all 
living creatures z as for the fire, ſhee is 2 virgin, for 
nothing is engendered of fre; and as all things are 
made of the earth, (o are they turned into the earth again :
